E the Committee of the Engli/h Con- 
gregations, in Union with the Mora- 
vian Church, having obſerved, that ſe- 
4 veral Painphlets, injurious to the Uni- 

tas Fratrum, have been lately publiſhed in this 

Country, have thought it incumbent upon us, not 

only in Juſtice and Gratitude to the Legillature, to 

publiſh the following Repreſentation, in order to 
remove any Imputation, how idly ſoever, laid upon 
them, on account of Laws paſt in favour of the Bre- 
thren *, but alſo in Juſtice to the Character of the 


* Theſe Lawe, ſaid by the Adverſaries in this Country to 
have been obtained by a People ſo unworthy of them, as they 
would fain repreſeat our Brethren to be, are ſaid by the very 
Adverſaries in other Ce untries, whom the Writers here copy and 
cite, to be nothing elſe but the extraordinary Favour granted to 
the Brethren, to tranſport themſelves, at their own Expence, to 
America, whither Numbers of Felons are tranſported every Year 
at the Government's Expence. 

We may, with more Juſtice and Propriety, apply to the Or- 
dinary of the Brethren, and his Family, and Companions, as 
Things flood with them abroad at their laſt coming over hither, 
what St. Hilary of Allet fays of St. Honwratus, and his Com- 
panions ; After having ſuffered the Perſecution, as it were, of Ho» 
nourt, they went to ſeek out a fereign Retirement, lo avoid the 
Praiſes and Favour of thi World. | 8 
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| Brethren, and in Gratitude for the ſignal Service they 
| have been of to us, and our People, of this Coun- 
| try, not only at many former Opportunities, but, of 
| late, in a more extraordinary Manner : And this we 
look upon ourſelves the more obliged to do, as we 
apprehend very much-of the Clamour againſt them, 
in this Country, may, at Bottom, ariſe from ſome 
Perſons, who are not pleaſed that we, and ſo many 
of our Countrymen, ate united to them. 

It is true, ſome Perſons of Diſtinction in this 
| Country, who wiſh not.ill to the Brethren, have 
h hinted, that a diſtin and formal Reply to all the 
| Articles and Charges againſt theſe worthy Friends of 
ours, would be almoſt neceſſary, it not abſolutely fo ; 
and others, for whoſe Judgment we have no leſs De- 
ference, have, we hear, wondered why our Friends 
have not proſecuted ſuch Writers as have attacked 
their Characters, in a manner ſo liable to Proſecu- 
tion: But we deſire, that, before any ſuch trouble- 
ſome Taſks be, in earneſt, required of our Friends, 
the following Remarks, we have to make thereupon, 
may be conſidered ; and then, perhaps, both theſe 
Methods may be found needleſs ; or, at leaſt, not 
practicable by them. 

The Ordinary of the Brethren has, at the Deſire 
of the Mggiſtrates, from time to time, given full 
and ſufficient Anſwers to the Things alledged againſt 
him, and done it to the Satisfaction of thoſe who de- 
ſired only to come at the Truth ; and eſpecially, in 
the Years 1750, 51, and 52, gave plain Anſwers 
to many Hundred Queries, drawn by Mr. Spangen- 
berg out of all the moſt virulent Libels againft him ; 
| which Anſwers, togecher with the Queries, were pub- 
Il liſhed, in German, at Leipfick and Gorliz, in the 
| Years 1751 and 1752, and make, together, a thick 
Quarto, of above Twelve hundred Pages: 
That it is ſcarce poſſible that any of the Charges 
againſt him, extracted from French, * _ 
ts | utc 
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Dutch Libels, revived, tranſlated, and publiſhed here, 
in the Years 1733 and 1754, ſhould not be already 
anſwered therein, ſo as to leave no room at all for 4 
Reply : 

That their Adverſaries copy one another, repeat 
the ſame Stories over and over again, dreſſing them 
up many different Ways, that they may appear new, 
and. that they may go down the better, and that 
they may demand freſh Anſwers to old refuted Ca- 
lumnies, and triumph when they get none, as if their. 
Pieces were unanſwerable, or the Brethren were ſelf— 
convicted : | | 

That there would be no End of Remarking, Ob- 
ſerving, Replying, and Rejoining, if every Piece, 
which appears afreſh in theſe Parts, after having been 
refuted already abroad, ſhould be ſeparately anſwered 
again here, becauſe diſguiſed, dreſſed up, and intro- 
duced differently; for there is an inexhauſtible Fund 
of Abuſe and Calumny, of all Sorts, publiſhed already 
in Germany and Holland, out of which hungry Tranf- 
larors and Compilers may cut out Work, in this 
Country, for one Sort of Bookſellers, and their 
Readers, for many Years to come. 

We deſire, therefore, that we may not ſuffer, by 
the precious Time of our Brethren, which is ſo uſe- 
ful to us, being employed in what we take to be now 
ſo needleſs a Work, as to anſwer Calumnies from 
abroad. 

As to thoſe of Engliſb Growth, we wiſh the Au- 
thors, and Spreaders, of them the good luck to find 
Grace to repent; which will be of infinite Service 
to them, and of more Joy to us, than any Victory 
over them, ever ſo complete, would be. 

That if, in order to protect their Character by the | 5 
Laws, it be required of the Brethren to bring Com- 
plaints againſt Defamers, and ſue for Damages they 
may ſuſtain thereby, we know them ſo well, that, if | 
ſome other Method be not found out by the Magi- .-. "i 
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ſtrate to protect theſe innocent People's Credit and 
Reputation in the World, than that they muſt pro- 

ſecute, the Luis as Fratrem are not very likely to find 
that Protection for their Properties which may ſuffer 
Damage by Scandal, which all the reſt of Mankind 
can procure for themſelves, according to common 
Principles; unleſs it ſhould, by general Eſtimation, 
paſs for equally infamous to attack the Brethren, as 
it would be to fall foul upon a Man without Wea- 
pons, upon a Woman, or a Child. 

That the Unitas Fratrum have looked upon Eng- 
land as a Country of Laws, and have therefore wiſhed. 
well to it; and we imagine they have been doing this 
Country as much Service at leaſt, if not far much 
more, than they have been doing themſelves, by the 
Steps they have taken, and the vaſt Expence they 
have been at to ſtrengthen the Colonies, and to main- 
tain many. of their Members in this Country, for the 
Service of all their Churches, and the Colonies in 
particular, at a Charge ſo vaſtly different from what 
it would have been in other Parts; England having, 
beſides all this, coſt them prodigious Sums, for 
which they have hitherto received no Conſideration 
at all directly nor indirectly. 

All which has been done and undergone, upon the 
Suppolition, that their Matters here had been ſuffi- 
cieptly inquired into; and that what had been pub- 
liſhed by them ſince, in Conſequence thereof, had 
been fo, plain an Expoſition of their Doctrine and 
Manners, that every Man, who would give himſelf 
time to think, and would not chooſe to join a Party 
againſt them, could not poſſibly miſtake, or paſs af- 
terwards any ſuch Judgment upon them, as is ſo 
contrary to. Truth and Equity. 

Now, tho there is a Party againſt them, 4 ſome 
Foreigners here, as well as others of this. Nation, 
who have unaccountably joined in the abſurd Cry 
t chem, who would = glad to have their Stay 
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here made as uneaſy as poſſible ; yet we, who ſee their 
.real Worth every Day, and have received ſuch /ab- 
Rania Benefit from their being here, and from their 
elmoſt partial Countenance they have given our Eu- 
gli Congregations in Union with them, beyond all 
their other, even their original Churches abroad, can- 
nor but wiſh, that the great Families, among our 
Brethren of che Unitas, may not be diſguſted, or 
imagine, that the ſenſible and cool Part of the Na- 
tion gives any Countenance to indecent Treatment of 
the Ordinary of the Brethren, and his Family, by 
Name, for which they all have, with Reaſon, the 
higheſt Regard. N Or 
Tho? the Party againſt the Brethren care not for any 
of theſe things, yet we know ſufficiently what a Dif- 
ſervice fuch an Idea would be of to us, and our Con- 
gregations, without mentioning, except as modeſtly 
as we can, that the Colonies, ar leaſt thoſe in which 
they are already engaged, would not be benefited, if 
the Zeal of the Unitas Fratrum, with regard to them, 
was damped in any confiderable Degree; and if 
they ſhould fit down quietly, after they have fulfilled 
the Engagements they have already entered into for 
our ſakes, without doing any thing further. 
For, without inquiring how any ſuch Miſtake may 
have ariſen, the Unitas Fratrum is not fo mean a 
of People, as their Humility and Plainneſs might make 
thoſe imagine, who are ignorant of Matters of Fact, 
or who confound that Part of their Body, which are 
Exiles, with others who are in a quite different Situation. 

At Herrnhuth alone, ſeveral of the Nobles have 
Houſes, who are Members of the Eſtates, and Lords 
Nothing is more praiſe-worthy than the Countenance given 
theſe 32 Years, and eſpecially, after a mature Examination, in 
the moſt ſolemn manner, to that very Herrnbuth in queition, hy 
the Directorium inter E vangelicos in the German Body, reſiding in 
the moſt Honourable the Privy Council at Dresden. It is the

their Subjects are Servi; but yet that there is no- 

Where ſo exact Juſtice, nor ſo much nor ſo reaſonable 
a Liberty as in the Congregations ; for, notwith- 

ſtanding the Uſages of the Country round about, 

-where-ever Congregations are planted, or new Set- 

-tlements built, every thing is, from the Beginning, 

calculated and ſettled therein by Agreement between 

the Lords of the Territory and the new Settlers upon 

a Footing as agreeable, and Liberty and Property is 

ms as effectually and happily ſecured there as in England, 
or any other free Country in the World; and the 

Inhabitants of ſuch Places, whether they be high or 

low, Nobles, Gentlemen, Graduates, Peafants, or 

Tradeſmen, enjoy equal Liberty and Rights, and 

pay equal Submiſſion to the Statutes agreed on among 
"themſelves by common Conſent ; and that this is no 
* Platonic Republic, or impracticable Utopia, the Ex- 
:perience of the Poſſibility and Happineſs of ſuch a 
Conſtitution, for 32 Years, has ſufficiently evidenced ; 
of which ſome of us have had the Pleaſure to be Eye- 
8 vitneſſes for a time. 

i With regard to the IIl-will at Bottom, which ſe- 
1} veral Perſons may bear them, on account of many of 
our Countrymen being in Union with the Moravian 
"Church, we deſire that it may be remembred, that, 
if there be any Fault, it is all OURS.

the Houle of Commons, for ſeveral Months toge · 
ther z the Report of the ſaid Committee was print- 
ed, by Order of the Houſe, and delivered to moſt 
of the Members of both Houſes of Parliament, and 
to many other Perſons of Diſtinction : This Report, 
with the various Vouchers and Papers, upon which 
it was founded, is before the Workd. 

It appears, by proper Evidence, contained in the

Art. IX. X. That the Unitas Fratrum is an an- 
cient Epiſcopal Church, univerſally known. 

Art. III. That, in their Settlements in his Maje- 
ty s Domgjnions in America, they have met with Ap- 

obation. 

Art. VI. VII. XIII. That they are an induſtrious 
quiet · minded People, and want no pecuniary Aſhit- 
ance from the Parliament. 

Art. XI. XII. That they have * countenanced 
at different Times by the Kings and State of Eng- 
land, ever ſince the Reformation. 

We, the Committee of the United Brethren, hum- 
bly. hope, that no: unfavourable Judgment will be 
formed of the Unitas, contrary to the many authen- 
wa Records and Evidences, which accompany the

The Brethren have had an E with the 


* Church and People of England ever ſince the Year 


1549, when their 9 Jobnà Laſco, was 
invited by King Edward the VIth, and Archbiſhop 
Cranmer, to aſſiſt in carrying on the Reformation: 
But their Settlements in the Engliſh Colonies began 
only 193%, and, . ſince that time, have greatly in- 
creaſed z and, being openly ſettled in ſeveral Parts 
of the Britiſh Dominions, behave themſelves, in 
every Place, as a quiet, ſober, and induſtrious Peo- 

le, and loyal Subjects to his Majeſty : For the 
Proof of which, we appeal to their Neighbours, 
and to every fort of Magiſtrate under whom they 
live, agreeably to the very Teſtimony of the Two 
Acts of Parliament, of 47, and 49 and, with re- 
card to their Behaviour in the Britiſb Colonies, and 
particularly their Endeavours to civilize the Indians, 
and to make them acquainted with the religious Prin- 


ciples of Proteſtant Chriſtianity, we refer to the 


Vouchers of the Third Article of the forementioned 
Report. 0 | 

The aſoreſaid Committee humbly hope, that the 
Conduct of this People in Kugland will fully ſatisfy 
our Nation, as we are confident that every irnpartial 


Inquiry. will turn to the Advantage of cheſe Bre- 


thren. 
And though they were miſrepreſented abroad, by 


many Invectives publiſned there, Which have latelx 


been copied, and propagated here, without any No- 
tice taken of the many Confutations they received, 
we have reaſon to expect, that no ſerious and impar- 
tial Perſons will farm any Judgment upon the mers 
Evidence of ſuch Tranſlations , eſpecially as it is no- 
torious, that, as often as the Brethren themſelves 
have any — been regularly called upon, and 
_m examined, and both Parties heard (which has 
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. 
happened no leſs than Forty times) they have al- 
ways been acquitted with Honour. 
This we think ſufficient to put the moral Chara- 
cter of our Brethren in its true Light. 


As for the religious Opinions and Uſages of the 
Brethren, we think it enable that they ſhould be 
judged of, not by the Sentiments of any private 
Perſon whatſoever, but by their avowed public Con- 
feffion, which is that of Augſbourg, and by the eſta- 
bliſhed Rules of their Church, whereof the Public 
is already fully appriſed by thoſe Parts of the above- 
mentioned Report and Vouchers, which ſet forth 
their Hiſtory, Doctrine, and Diſcipline, reprinted fe- 
parately, in the Year 1749, in 8vo, and foid by Mr. 
Beecroft, in Lombard. ſtreet. ä 

And if any Perſon amongſt us has behaved, or 
ſhould behave, contrary to the Rules of Chriſtianity, 
which we apprehend to be the only Rule of our Diſ- 
cipline, the Society, upon Information, would not fail 

to proceed againſt him; and, if the Caſe required it, 
even exclude him from our Communion, 

Was it not for the prevailing Opinion of the Or- 
dinary of the Brethren, who declares poſitively againſt 
any Puniſhment of Perſons, except by the Magi- 
ſtrates, the greateſt Chaſtiſement which can be in- 
flicted upon any one pretending to belong to the Bre- 
thren's Church, being to make ſuch a one ſenſible 

| that he has offendes, and that he is unable to re- 

1 trieve his Fault by any thing he can do. 

The Brethren, more than any other foreign Pro- 
teſtants, being much accuſtomed to ſing Pſalmns and 
Hymns, many Hymns (never approved of by our 
[IP Synod, nor uſed in our Aſſemblies, having been 
* compoſed by private Perſons, more zealous than 
| cautious of uſing Expreſſions not liable to be per- 

_ vetted) have been perverted maliciouſly into a Senſe 
very 6 from their Meaning, by evil- minded 
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(13] 
or. ill-natured: Adverſaries. But theſe Opponents, 
we hope, will find fewer Paſſages to cavil at in the 


Collection of German Hymns, printed in 1742, and 


the very firſt publiſhed by Authority theſe 200 
Years: The fame, we hope, with regard to the 
Engliſh Hymn Book, for the Uſe of our Brethren, 
which is now in the Preſs, and will ſoon be pub- 
liſhed. 

Here we muſt again repeat, that many Stanzas 
have been wrote, fome by Strangers to us, others 
by heretical and extravagant Sectaries, who had en- 
deavoured to ſhelter themſelves amongſt us, and by 
ſome whom they had perverted for a time, but who 
are now happily recovered, and the Ordinary of the 
Brethren has been charged with being the Author of 
them, though he had never ſeen them; the utmoſt 
Care having been taken by thoſe Writers, that their 
Compoſitions, though handed about privately, and 
perhaps publiſhed, ſhould never come before his Eyes: 
Others may have ſtole into the Collections of the po- 
etical Pieces printed in Meiteravia, unobſerved ; yet 
ſome have, for very good Reaſons, been ſuffered 
there; the 3 of catching at, and admiring, 
ſuſpected Pieces, ſo long as they 3 are ſuppoſed to be 
private, or ſuppreſſed, being beſt damped and root- 
ed out as ſoon as ſuch Pieces are eaſily to be come 
at. The Succeſs this Method has had amongſt our 
Friends, makes us wiſh ſome ſuch Method as this 
was embraced by all Religions ; it would, we ima- 
gine, have the beſt Effect in preventing laſting 
Miſchiefs; and, if it had been practiſed, would have 
2 , poſiibly, many of the Diviſions in Chriſten- 

om 

We muſt obſerve farcher, that it is often owing to 
the Difference of the German and Engliſh Idioms, 
that Sentiments and Hymns, very proper, noble, 
ſublime, and ſcriptural, as thoſe of our German Bre- 
thren are, may, to ſome, appear low and abſurd, 

in 
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in a liceral Exgiiſb Franſlation, though done by the 
beſt Hands 3 and that peculiar Phraſes, the moſt 
in their own original Idiom, loſe, oftentimes, 
not only all their Grace, but become mete Non- 
fenſe, if Sentences and Sayings uſed in thoſe Coun- 
tries, are tranſlated otherwiſe than into Sentences and 
Sayings of the ſame Import, and uſed in the Coun- 
try, into the Language of which theſe Pieces are 
tranſlated; but of this, which is often extremely dif- 
cult, and fometimes impoſſible, Tree have not 


deen always aware. 


The ſame Obſervation holds as to Writings in 
Proſe: : Should any Part of ſuch Writings of ours be 
cenſured, we cannot but expect, from the Candour 
and Humanity of the Byizijþ Nation, that the ſame 
indulgence will be allowed to our Authors, as is al- 
lowed to all others, eſpecially in Controverſy ; VIE; 
not to judge of a Performance by partial and cur- 


tailed Quotations (as People of the moſt erroneous 


Principles are uſed to quote the Bible, forcing the 


Scriptures to ſpeak what was never their Meaning), 
and tranflated on Purpoſe to render them reprehen- 
ſible, or ridiculous, but by the general Dtift and 
Tenour of the whole Diſeourſe, as well as the De- 
fign, and particular Occaſion of it: And finte 


many of our Brethren's Sermons and Diſcourſes - 


have been; and more are to be, tranſlated into En- 


£4 by ſome of the Brethren, agreeably to the Senſe 
of the Authors, it is but juſt that thoſe Tranſlations 


mould be reſorted; to, preferably to others. 


Up on che Whole, the Rechen ds by no means 
mee to Infallibility or Perfection; and if any ſe- 
rious Perſon, in a decent and Chriſtian Spirit, will 
ſhew them any Error or Miſtake they labour under, 
we make no doubt but they will thankfully receive 
ſuch Advice, and endeavour to improve by it.
